The Gunboats. 



The return of H. M. Gunboat Forward, 
on Tuesday afternoon, after a prolonged 
absence on the Northwest Coast, was the 
cause of general rejoicing on the part of our 
citizens. All felt pleased beyond measure 
at the fortunate termination to her perilous 
adventures; and the seamanship and gallant 
conduct of the officers, was the theme of 
general comment. Amidst the expressions 
of satisfaction at her safe return, not n few 
were disposed to censure the Government 
for sending out sr> " frail" a craft on so peril- 
ous an errand as that on which the Forward 
was dis patched hits proven to have been. 
The opinion seemed to be that the Plumper 
would have been the must serviceable, as 
well as the safest vessel for such a purpose. 
This impression seemed to be based upon 
the idea, that because the Forward is a small 
craft she must needs be weak. This by no 
means follows. There is a very important 
fact, however, connected with these vessels, 
which has never yet been published here, 
and which it may not be uninteresting to 
refer to just at this period. During the 
Crimean war, a large number of trie gun- 
boats sent to the Bailie were built by pri- 
vate parties, under contracts from the 
Government, for the reason that the royal 
shipyards were too busily employed in the 
construction of larger vessels to tarn all 
the gunboats out in time for active service. 
ConseqnsnHy, ihe British Government had 
no other choice, ar.d many were given out 
by contract, because they were required in 
a' hurry. The gunboats that were con- 
structed at the private shipyards proved 
T ery unserviceable during the campaign. 
Many were lost : and they were in general 
denounced by their commanders as unfit 
for sea. After the war had terminated, the 
gunboats returned to England, mii some of 
the contract-built ones wore planau on the 
dry-docks for repairs. It was then found 
that the government had been swindled by 
some of the builders. Inferior materials 
had been used in their construction, and 
instead of copper fastenings which the 
government had paid for, it was ascertained 
that wooden pegs hail been used, and half- 
an-inch of copper tun in at their heads to 
conceal tin' deception. Considerable ox- 
citeine.it was occasioned by the discovery 
of the swindle, ami it served the London 
Times as a subject ior several editorials ; 
and. if we mistake not, was even brought 

upfin Parliament. Whether the Forward 
and the Grappler belong to the same class, 
we are not informed: but if they do, they 
are doukless now in nearly as good a COIL 
dition as those built by government; for, 
upon the cheat mat had bom practiced 
being discovered, the contract-buill gun- 
boatsjwereall overhauled, and the inferior 
material and the wooden pegs replaced by 
something mom substantial. Bewdes, we 
cannot imagine for a moment that the Home 
Government would ever have appointed 
lfiom to this station had they been unsea- 
worthy. They were convoyed to this place 
from England by the Permagant, ami met 
with no mishap on tin- voyage. 

We do not possess enough knowledge in 
nautical mutters to enable us to express ail 
opinion as to the seaworthiness of the For- 
ward or Grappler ; but we are fully con- 
vinced (as are nine-tenths of 'the commu- 
nity) that the presence of a staunch steam - 
vessel is urgently required near th • mouth 
of the Straits of Sao Juan de Fuca, at all 
seasons of the year, but more particularly at 
this. Our coast is subject, during the winter 
months, to heavy gales, and although of 
short duration, they are none the less dan- 
gerous or destructive in charade, than those 
Often encountered on the Atlantic, side. 01 
this fact we have, uiiforluiiately, had 100 

much proof recently, in the larga number 
of melancholy shipwrecks we have cnroiii- 

oled. if tin; gunboala will not answer bli- 
the service, why not .end the Hecate or the 

Plumper 1 or even chattel the B. Co/a 

Steamer Heaver, at present lotting in the 

harbor I The presence of a steamer on our

Editor British Colonist; — In answer 
to an article which appeared in your issue 
of yesterday, I beg to lay the facts of the 
case, in reference to the seizure of the 
schooner Thames, so far as I am concerned, 
before the public. 

Capt. King seized the vessel on the morn- 
ing of the 4th instant, and placed me in 
charge, as he had to follow the Surprise, of 
which ho had received information as having 
goods oi board taken from the wreck, On 
the morning of Saturday, the 5th, we arrived 
at the Hudson Bay Company's Wharf, hav- 
ing written instruction.-* to hand the vessel 
and cargo to the proper authorities. I re- 
quested Mr. Smith, Superintendent of the 
Police, to take charqe of the vessel. He 
placed an officer on board, accompanied me 
to Capt. Nagle's house, and reported the 
•case. That gentleman desired him t4 l»eop 
the officer in charge until tho matter should 
be investigated on the following Monday. 
'Why Capt. Nogle discharged the officer in 
-charge on the following day (Sunday), I am 
at a loss to understand, as I see from Abbott 
■on Shipping, and other authorities, that a 
vessel clearing for any specific port is bound 
to proceed to the same with all dispatch, 
unless prevented by stress of weather, leak- 
age, or olher unforeseen accidents 4 failing 
to dp so, she is liable in heavy penalties. 
The Thames cleared for Nanaimo, and was 
found in the neighborhood of Race Rocks. 
Such are the facts as to the vessel. The 
■cargo, a considerable portion of which I 
seized in the immediate neighborhood of 
Rocky Point, close to where the schooner 
was anchored, I handed over to the Agents 
of the Underwriters. 

As to your concluding remarks, I took 
upon them with supreme contempt, as I have 
no doubt all right-thinking men, who have 
read them, will do. ,.\. STEN'IIOTJSK.

Nanaimo haibor is very extensive, so far 
as size goes, being about five miles long 
by about two and it-half broad ; a very small 
portion of which is useless ; that is, com- 
paratively speaking. The harbor is formed 
by a deep bay on the shore of Vancou- 
ver Island, protected by Calde-scansa, Pro- 
tection, and Newcastle Islands, from the 
gales and seas of the Gulf. 

British Columbia is only about 20 miles 
distant fiom Nanaimo. The town is very 
prettily situated on rather high land, with 
its neat little whitewashed houses, hacked 
by the thick forest on Nanaimo Mountain, 
seven miles inland. About the first thing 
that attracts the stranger'* eye on Hearing 
the town, is the engine at No. 3 pit, blow- 
ing and snoriing away most furiously, but 
doing very little work. The next thing is 
the bastion, built fur the purpose of keeping 
evil away. Now, alas ! for Nanaimo morals j 
it has produced a greater evil ; it is*now the 
county prison, in the charge of one of the 
Governor's lavorites. 

To the left ol the bastion is the tramway, 
in a very delapidaled condition, the end 
projecting into the harbor being useless, a 
part of it having fall, II. 

I had heard so much about the Dutise- 
muir coal discovery thai I started oil at once, 
under the direction of jour worthy agent 
Mr. iVIcIniiis, to set) it. The entrance is by 
a level, i. «., there is no shaft to descend; 
you walk straight in for some forty or fifty 
"yards which brings you to the engine in the 
nil, at the head of the new slope or heading, 
driven in the direction of the full of the 
.-strata, Irom which workings are opened 
right and left. Thg coal in the present 
workings is very nearly worked out, but the 
shaft which is to go down about 120 yards 
is expectod to produce a very large supply. 
The coal is run out of the mine and down 
an incline to a large bing or heap, and load- 
ed into lighters, mostly by Indians. The 
lighters when loaded, can only lluat at high 
water. Dunscmuii coal is said to be the 
best. 

No. 3 pit is the only regular pit — that is. 
with a shaft, It is ribout eighteen fathoms 
deep. 'Hie coal is very good tor household 
purposes, i/" well cleaned. 

The mine at Newcastle Island Is entered 
by a level ; ii is of small extent and is not 
expected lo last long. Departure Hay (mi 
which the above mine is situated) is about 
iwo miles t'nori Nanaimo, and is one ol the 
finest hays in tho Island, both as regards the 
depth of water anil security fiom -ales, un- 
less very strong from ll e N. W. 1 1 can be 
entered by a narrow channel from Nauuiiiiu 
or direct from the Gulf. The Company 
have a saw-mill about three quarters ol a 
mile out, ol the town ; it is worked by a 
flutter wheel, which, provided it does not 
jam and is hard-worked, mi^ht he made to 
cut a thousand or twelve hundred feet per 
diem. 

Nanaimo contains within itself every- 
thing necessary to make ii ol meal import- 
ance, provided it is properly managed. The 
harboi contains deep watei close m shore 
n-iih (tood anchorage, and is well nituated. 
The eoal is easily goi at and might be 
advantageously worked il they would lay 
nut a lew dollars and cents upon it, But 
that is not the way the Hudson Bay Co. go 
to work ; lor a small outlay they expect 
large returns : a great mistake, in the coal 
trade at any rate. 

The population is about three hundred ; 
the town contains two places of worship, 
one school, one stoic, and two public houses. 
So far as 1 can learn, there is no laud worth 
mentioning in the Nanaimo district under 
cultivation. The view Irom the town is al 
limes very beautiful. There are several 
small streams in the neighborhood abound- 
ing with fish. Came is plenty. On Chase 
River, about two miles from the town, the 
coal crops out, The whole of the surround- 
ing country is very thickly wooded. Taking 
an impartial view of the subject, 1 believe 
the Newcastle town to In; :\ humbug — a mere 
government job to raise the wind.

Ju Dot know that a detailed history of 
i-snoiutrpj] lifts aver been published, and as 
- 'in' embracing mallei? of some interest, 
.\,' har$ /troubled ourselves to collate tho 
tacts, with a purpose ol presenting them to 
our itadora. 

On Sunday, the .'30th of September, 1S'A'2, 
Bevcil young men were seated in the studio 
of J. H: Mason, then a portrait painter at the 
southwest eornor of Fourth and Main, talk- 
ing BEPyouilg men are wblit to do, of matters 
of a desultory character. 

The cholera was at this time raging with 
fearful sway in tin: villages surrounding the 
citv, but within tho corporate precincts of 
Cincinnati tho dreaded scourge had not made 
its appearance. I'he conversation id' the 
seven anally tnrnod upon tho subject of tho 
cholera, and a discussion sprung up between 
two of them, who had just received the degree 
of M. D., whether nr not i he disease was 
contagious. During tho argument, which 
tho young disciples of Esculapius advanced 
one of the party in speaking of the fatality of 
tho disease said, " We cannot tell how long 
any of us wi.l be here — to-narrow, possibly, 
wo may be gone." 

This remark was the foundation on which 
the superstructure of the L ist .Man's Society 
was reared. That little band then and there 
entered into a solemn compact of friendship; 
their vows to aid one another were not the 
result of youthful impotuosity, born from 
tho sympathy of a moment, but. realizing the 
truth, "that in the midst of life we are in 
death," the seven obligated themselves to 
oco another in a way more binding, and 
with an oath more sacred than those taken 
by members of secret organizations. It was 
a promise before Heaven, sealed with honor's 
solemn seal. 

Having agreod that the Society should 
have an existence, the time of meeting was 
next considered, and it was unanimously de- 
termined that the first anniversary should be 
held the following .Saturday night. Oct. G, 
\KV2, and the meeting should be held on the 
same day of the month muiuaily from that 
time forward, until the Society should be m 
fact what it was then in name. 

A casket was made, and in it was inclosed 
a, bottle of wine, and when the last man 
should at the anniversary supper sent himself 
at the table, thai bottle was to be opened and 
the contents drunk in memoriam of tho six 
deceased members. The casket was an 
obelisk about ten inches in height, ami stood 
olio base of seven inches square, 

lit the base was a small drawer, in which 
was placed slip-- of oil paper containing the 
names, ages, places of birth, residence, and 
occupation of the members, in their own 
hand writing. The obelisk was neatly 
finished at the summit and crowned by a 
small globe, the entire casket being con- 
structed of solid mahogany. It was the duty 
of members to notify any ol their absent 
mombers of the time and place of meeting, 
and it was that member's duty, in return, to 
be present if in his power. 

The casket was to pass in succession to 
each of the seven, and was to be retained one 
year, its delivery taking place at the anniver- 
sary. Lots were drawn to determine who 
should bo its custodian the first year, and so 
00 through the whole seven. 

At the supper seven plates were provided, 
and, if any were al sent the plate remained 
unturned, and the chair remained vacant at 
the table. Never but once did all ofthem meet 
together, and that was on the occasion oftlioir 
anniversary. One, two, three, lour, live years, 
in quick succession Hew by, and still the cir- 
cle was unbroken, but ere the seventh cycle 
waned, death entered their midst and marked 
his vie li in. The seventh anniversary and 
there was one empty place, never to be tilled 
on earth again. 

The supper was given by the member who 
received tin: casket ; it was his to choose what 
it should be, and if he set boforo Ids fellow 
members but a cup of water and a crust of 
bread, it was their dutj to partake heartily 
of his cheer. 

Twenty-one years subsequently to tho 
organization of the society, and the last man 
met to perform this solemn duty which wus 
sacredly promised the SOth of September, 
183:2. The task — for such it must have
